EDITOB TiiiBt'SE: As the era of pnb- 


lio Improvements setms to be dawning 
on us, would It not bo well to call n halt 
in the antiquated and mischevioua sys- 
tem of laying sewers in the middle of 
our streets, more especially on those 
which are already graded and mac- 
adamized. 
Take the proposition for 


instance to aewer down the center of 
Harrieon street, from Fourteen! b to 
Durant; not only would the orowu of 
the etreet be ruined lengthwise, but 
also laterally, as more than fifty cross, 
drains would have to be due in the 
street. 
And surely there can be no 
persons in Oakland, except the blind, 
who do not understand what that 
means. Every street in oar. city can 
testify—even the very stones them- 
selves, if they could speak, would bear 
witness to tbe fact that ruin inevitably 
oilows in tbe footstep:! of these modern 
Goths and Vandals, the sewer, gas, 
and water-?ipe layers. To expect them 
ever to leave a street in the condition 
they found it would be to indulge in 
be wildest imaginings. 
We can form 


some idea of what would be tho result 
of tearing up a street, first lengthwise 
and then crosswise, in fifty places in 
one block. It would be equwa'ent to 
plowing up the whole street and com- 
uencing anew. 
What otiRht to be dote is illustrated 


new Grove street. 
It occurred to 


some level-headed man that a sewer on 
euch side would solve the problem of 
;earing up and ruining the streets. 
Thus, a pipe half the size will f.nswer, 
ond jf it does cost a little extra for 
another trench, what ib that in com- 
parison to saving the slrents from 
mutilation, for there is no doubt that 
as a matter of economy alone what 
little more tbe side system WDuld cost 
ns would be more than counterbalanced 
Dy the saving on street repairs. It may 
be argued that even sewers on the tides 
would deface the street, to that I would 
reply that it would never look so bud as 
if in the middle, and secondly, the side 
ought to mean inside the curb, and 
though the gas and water would have 
to remain as they are, where they are, 
yet for (he future, why not compel them 
Lo go on the aide also.

I/ake Merritt. The companies are the 
Oakland Ptving Company and the Ala- 
rneda Macadamizing Company. They 
have now contracts to fulfill tufflcieot 
to use all the jock to be taken from 
their quarries for the next six months, 
unless additional machinery be ob- 
tained. The Oakland Facing Company 
b«3 ordered a new rock 
crasher,

few weeks. The rock hi the quarry of 
the Oakland PavinR Company is very 
hard and frequently crushers are broken 
in the attempt to break the trap rock 
into about the size Ol the lumps of ice 
that a ban rtvant desires to Htl his large 
glass of a Monday morning before he 
pours his pint of fonming 1'erriar-Jouet 
over the transparent lumps. 


The usual contract prica is iy* cents 


jier square foot. 'Usually there is a dif- 
ference ot one-tialf a cent per square 
foot in ttoe bids'Of the two paving com- 
panies. 
Any one who has kept a 


record of the (bids and contracts has 
noticed that when the i*eet to be 
paved in on Wbe eastern side of Lake 
Merritt the lower bidder by iaalf a cent 
ia the AlunM'-lii Macadamizing Com- 
pany,

of llie city tho'lowest bidder is usually 
the Oakland 'Paving Company. Some- 
times the bids for paving presented by 
the coiuijames ure the same, but a 
slight difference in the price for curbs 
makes the gross bid of one bidder lower 
than that of the other bidder. Any 
one who traces the slow course of the 
wagons heavily laden with blue trap 
rock, 
will 
find 
that

quarry of (he Alameda Macadam- 
izing Company i;i more convenient to 
East, Oatiand than tie quarry of the 
Oakland faying Company, that the 
wagonsof the Othland Paving Coai- 
pany have lesser distance to travel 
froin the quarry c.f iOat company to 
central or 'Wtal Oakland than 
the 
wagons of the Alarueda Company f_om 
the quarry wLere tlieir loads are re- 
ceived. ' ' 
The difference in distance and conse- 


quent difference in cost ot teaming 
may account for tho third difference, 
to wit: the difference in the bids of the 
two companies. 


The price charged in Oakland is not 


exorbitant, and while the profit is fair 
the companies are said not to be taking 
undue advantage of a practical monop- 
oly of tbe'business of paving with ma- 
cadam. In Los Aijgeies end San Diego 
the prices for paving are about l(i cents 
pey square [foot, more than double the 
price thnt eUtsins fc-re. 


Trap rock differs greatly in quantity.
